when he must raise some to pay his taxes,
ect , he raises it at a great sacrifice in some
way or other, by paying an enormous shave,
or by selling his scanty crops when prices are
low.

He ia a year behind, instead of being a
year ahead of his business and always will
be.

When he pays a debt, it is at the end of an
execution; consequently his credit is at a low
ebb.

He buys entirely on credit, and merchants
and all others with whom he deals charge him
twice or thrice the profit they charge prompt
paymasters, and are unwilling to sell him
goods at any cost.
